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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: claims 1-4, 6-9, 11-14, and 20-22 remains 
rejected over Ginter and claims 5, 10, and 15 remains rejected in view of the Ginter and Lotspiech combination. 

Examiner traverses the argument where Ginter explicitly teaches that keys are only stored in key blocks and data is only stored in 
data blocks where nothing in Ginter discloses the second key should be obtained for each data block from the data blcok that preceded 
it. 

Ginter discloses encrypting different portions of the same records with different keys and that more than one key maby be needed to 
decrypt. The different portions are the claimed blocks in a sequence of a program. Ginter further discloses back up keys generated by 
blcok 1252 and used to encrypt in blocks 1256, 1262 onto back up store 668. The back up routin may encrypt at block 1264 and a 
second back key at block 1264 (col. 164, lines 32-34 and 56-61). Another example of generating a first key from at least one first block 
and a second key from a current block is where Ginter discussing the correct key blcok in order to decrypt the content and the decrypt 
method include loading a key or seed. The new key is calculated and is then stored in the key block so decryption is possible. The 
decrypt method accesses the key in order to decrypt and the encrypt method then accesses the appropriate PERC to obtain, derive, 
and/or compute an encryption key to be used to encrypted the information block. Hence, Ginter discloses a key or seed which is the first 
key to start the decryption process whereby a second key is generated preceding the decryption of the first block (coL190, lines 16-26 
and 41-47). Ginter further discusses convoluted key where a sequence of convoluted keys may be generated by suing different input 
values and the convolution steps are used to generate the sequence of keys (col. 203, line 57 - col. 204, line 6). Thus, the examples as 
shown by Ginter reads on the claimed invention. 
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
